lornia today introducd in the Senate a resolution caJlhig on the! 
State and War Dpartments for a frak statement concerning: 
' 


1. What the United States government's policy is toward; 


2. Approximately the number of troops in Ilussia. 


The resolution would call upon the State Department to "send 


to the Sente all data, documents and information showing or bear- 
ing upon the present relations \vith Russia as to peace or war so 
that the Senate and the nation may know why and for what pur- 
pose the soldiers are in Russia and what is our policy of govern- 
ment with reference to Russia". It would call upon the War De- 
partment "to advise the Senate the number of United States 
troops in Russia, their location and their operations, together with 
a list of casualties which they may have suffered". 


In a speech on the resolution Senator Johnson propounded a 


long list of questions to which he declared the American people 
•fiad a right to demand answers because "an evtraordinary amount 
«>t misinformation about Russia" has been given out. 


Johnson declared that though "we as natio have never hesi- 


tated to express ourselves concerning Russa, our words are at var- 
iance with our acts." He decalred that in spite of disavowal by 


-JL£JlJ5S8TO§^of any intention to interfere in Russia "press 


rfispatchecsr have recounted battles and skirmishes between Amer- 
ican and Ruesan soldiers, th taking and retaking of towns, and 
various incdents making a state of war". 


Nobody knows any more than Congress what this country's 


T-ohcy is toward Russia, Johnson declared. "What is the policy 
of our nation toward Russia ? Are we now engaged in destroying 
Bolshevikism ? If we are what have we decided shall take its 
place. Are we again to put the Romanoffs upon the throne ? Do 
we seek a dictatorship for this Carving land ? Is there a single 
faction, is there a single individual we intend to put in power after 
we have waded through blood to Moscow and Petrograd and we 
have buried our dead of cold, privation, and fatigue and those who 
were slaughtered in battle? Are we with the American flag fly. 
mg in the streets of the Russian capital to set up one kind of gov- 
trnmnt as against another kind? One set ot men against an- 
other? A man to govern from the old regime? We do not know 
what polcy and no other man knows our policy."

ment with reference to Russia". It would call upon the War De- 
partment "to advise the Senate the number of United States 
troops in Russia, their location and their operations, together with 
a list of casualties which they may have suffered". 


In a speech on the resolution Senator Johnson propounded a 


long list of questions to which he declared the American people 
•fiad a right to demand answers because "an evtraordinary amount 
«>t misinformation about Russia" has been given out. 


Johnson declared that though "we as natio have never hesi- 


tated to express ourselves concerning Russa, our words are at var- 
iance with our acts." He decalred that in spite of disavowal by 


-JL£JlJ5S8TO§^of any intention to interfere in Russia "press 


rfispatchecsr have recounted battles and skirmishes between Amer- 
ican and Ruesan soldiers, th taking and retaking of towns, and 
various incdents making a state of war".

"What is the policy 
of our nation toward Russia ? Are we now engaged in destroying 
Bolshevikism ? If we are what have we decided shall take its 
place.

Is there a single 
faction, is there a single individual we intend to put in power after 
we have waded through blood to Moscow and Petrograd and we 
have buried our dead of cold, privation, and fatigue and those who 
were slaughtered in battle?
